Tenn.—(  BP) —South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  let  loose  a  strong 
volley  of  objection  to  the'  U.  S.  Con¬ 
gress’  latest  effort  to  compel  Prot¬ 
estant  church  and  religious  agency 
lay  workers  to  enter,  the  fold  of  the 
Social  Security  Act.  The  main  at¬ 
tack  came  from  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall, 
executive  secretary  of  the  S.B.C. 
Executive  Committee,  and  Dr.  R.  O. 
Lee,  president  of  the  S  B.  Convention, 
both  of  whom  sent  a  message  to  Dr. 
Walter  R.  Alexander,  the  Convention’s 
representative  at  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  hearing  on  the  question. 

Dr.  McCall  pointed  out  the  exist¬ 
ing  denominational  social  security 
plans  for  ministers  and  lay  workers 
aid  said:  “At  great  expense  we  have 
provided  these  security  plans  for  our 
employees,  both  lay  and  ordained, 
because  we  do  not  believe  it  a  part 
of  our  basic  American  principles  for 
our  religious  bodies  to  beccmie  in¬ 
volved  with  our  governmental  agen¬ 
cies." 

“Baptists  believe  in  S<Kial  Security 
f«r  the  American  peopie.  .  .  Their 
several  retirement  plans  are  evidence 
•f  their  belief  in  Social  Security.  Bap¬ 
tists  desire  that  the  Government  shall 
not  amend  the  Social  Seourity  Act  in 
that  would  result  In'  an  In¬ 
fringement  upon  our  religious  liber¬ 
ty*”  said  Dr.  Walter  R.  Alexander,

Fuller  Leads  Revival

SBC  LEADERS  OBJECT  TO 

(Continued  from  Page  One) 

Annuity  Board. 

The  Senate  Finance  Committee  is 
considering  a  bill  (H.R.  6000)  to  ex¬ 
tend  coverage  of  the  Social  Security 
Act  to  employees  of  tax-exempt  agen¬ 
cies  except  "(I)  ministers  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  religious  orders.  .  .  etc.  In 
other  words,  "the  Government  would 
take  over  the  social  security  of  all 
Baptist  workers  except  ministers. 
Now  the  catch.  Members  of  religious 
orders  such  as  nuns,  etc.,  would  be 
exempt  but  not  Baptist  religious  edu¬ 
cation  workers  and  other  non- 
ordained  church  employees. 

Dr.  Alexander  also  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that: 

1.  Churches  and  their  institutions 
would  be  taxed  by  the  State  for  the 
support  of  Its  Social  Security  Pro¬ 
gram; 

2.  That  the  door  would  be  open 
for  the  punitive  coercion  of  the 
churches  by  the  State  In  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  Its  regulations. 

Also  emphasised  was  the  fact  that 
the  spiritual  funetton  of  Baptist 
Churches  becomes  impossible  when 
Hs  organisation  and  methods  are  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  State  or  when  it  be¬ 
comes  economically  deepndent  upon 
any  other  group  whatsoever. 

Concluding  his  testimony'  Dr.  Alex¬ 
ander  said: 

“In  view  of  the  foregoing,  we  re¬ 
spectfully  ^request  of  your  committee 
the  same  consideration  be  given  our 
denominational  employees,  all  of

W.  Kyzar,  Sr.,  pastor  of  Mt.  Moriah 
Oburch,  Lincoln  County,  who  died  at 
Kings  Daughters  Hospital,  Brookhaven, 
on  February  21,  were  held  at  First 
Church,  Columbia,  on  February  23  with 
burial  in  the  City  Cemetery  there.

Last  Sept.  1.  he  became  pas¬ 
tor  at  Mt.  Moriah,  Lincoln  County,  whera 
be  remained  until  bis  death.

Do  Protestants 
Contaminate  Chapels 

Baptists  and  Protestants  must  be 
worse  than  anybody  suspected.  At 
least  that  is  the  conclusion  that 
some  people  might  get  from  a 
cent  ruling  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  concerning  Mass  at  Sea 
while  traveling  to  and  from  Rome 
on  Holy  Year  pilgrimages.  To 
learn  how  bad  they  are,  read  the 
Religious  News  Service  ilem  print- 

ROME— (RNS) —The  Sacred 
Congregation  of  the  Sacraments 


has  issued  a  special  ruling  empow¬ 
ering  Roman  Catholic  bishops  in 
the  United  Stales  to  permit  priests 
under  their  jurisdiction  to  cele¬ 
brate  Mass  at  sea  while  travelling 
to  and  from  Rome  on  Holy  Year 
pilgrimages. 

The  Cxingregation’s  ruling  was 
issued  in  response  to  a  reiiuest 
submitted  by  the  Apostolic  Dele¬ 
gation  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

It  said  that  the  priests  could  cel¬ 
ebrate  Mass  on  board  ship  during 
calm  weather  provided  proper 
quarters  are  available.  If  the  Masw 
is  offered  in  a  ship’s  chapel,  it 
must  be  one  “NOT  USED  BY 
non-catholics,”  the  ruling 
stated. 

Note  that  the  ruling  is  that  “if 
the  Ma.ss  is  offered  in  a  ship’s 
chapel,  it  must  be  one  ‘NOT  USED 
by  NON-CATHOLICS.’  In  other 
words  this  indicates  that  if  any 
non-Catholic  has  held  a  religious 
service  in  a  ship’s  chapel  that  it 
has  been  so  contaminated,  poison¬ 
ed  or  what  have  you  that  a  Catho¬ 
lic  could  not  possibly  worship  ll^ 
Lord  therin.  Further  comment  is 
not  necessary.  You  make  your 


own.

We  must  disagree  with  the 
Southern  Clergyman,  Episcopal 
weekly  published  at  Richmond, 

Virginia. 

According  to  the  Churchman, 
“Clergymen’s  offspring  are  often 
the  worst  children  in  the  town. 

MSiiister’s  children  are  some¬ 
times  bad  or  spoiletl  but  the 
chances  are  that  they  would  be 
no  better  were  the  father  a  law¬ 
yer,  doctor,  banker  or  laborer. 

They  are  at  a  disadvantage  but 
many  of  them  overcome  the  hand¬ 
icap  of  being  the  child  of  a  preach- 
er. 

The  father,  being  a  preacher,  is 
often  absent  and  some  of  them  do 
not  get  tlie  fatherly  care  that  they 
need  and  deserve.  And,  the  mean¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  preacher’s 
child  is  magnified  because  the  fa¬ 
ther  is  a  preacher.  The  same  act 
by  some  other  child  would  often 
go  almost  unnoticed.  !■  other 
words,  many  people  expect  more 
I  of  the  preacher’s  children. 

Remember  that  much  of  llie 
meanness  that  they  learn  cornea 
from  the  children  whose  parents 
I  are  not  preachers.  Certainly  they 
I  do  not  get  H  from  their  preacher

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TWO  SOURCES  OF  HOME. 
MISSIONS  SUPPORT 

By  COURTS  REDFORD 

The  Home  Mission  Board  travels  on 
two  legs,  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering. 
The  support  secured  from  these 
sources  largely  determines  the  finan¬ 
cial  strength  of  the  Board  for  the 
task.  More  than  half  the  activities 
among  the  language  groups,  the  In¬ 
dians,  the  Negroes,  the  Good  Will 
Centers  and  in  Cuba,  the  Canal  Zone, 
Panama,  and  Alaska  are  underwritten 
by  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering. 

Gifts  thus  received  also  help  to 
support  the  evangelistic^ program  of 
the  Board,  Its  summer  student  pro¬ 
gram,  Its  field  mark,  its  Jewish  and 
deaf  work,  and  its  work  in  the  West. 

The  goal  for  the  1950  offering  is 
$800,000.  Of  this  amount  $550,000  will 
go  for  current  operations  and  $250,000 
for  desperately  needed  buildings  on 
mission  fields. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  no 
reserve  funds  except  those  which  the 
Convention  instructed  it  to  lay  aside 
for  emergencies.  In  prosperous  times 
such  as  these  reserve  funds  must  not 
be  used. 

The  Board  reports  more  than  forty 
vacancies,  most  of  which  cannot  be 
filled  because  of  the  lack  of  fuinls. 
There  are  at  least  112  new  fields  that 
need  to  be  (H>ened.  Pew,  if  any,  can  be 
entered  without  additkmal  resources. 

Much  more  needs  to  be  done  for 
the  migrants,  the  deaf,  the  blind,  the 
unfortunates  in  our  slums,  and  the 
unchurched  fields  in  the  West.  The 
response  to  these  calls  awaits  the  in¬ 
crease  of  financial  support. 

The  entire  amount  available  last 
year  for  buildings  by  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  on  all  its  fields  was  less 
than  some  of  our  large  churches  use 
in  a  single  building  project.  Scores 
of  churches  and  mission  stations  have 
no  houses  of  worship.  They  have  little 
hope  of  buildings  unless  and  until 
Southern  Baptists  help  them. 

Missionaries  have  been  struggling 
to  get  along  cm  very  meager  salaries. 
The  average  family  on  our  mission 
fields  receives  from  all  sources  $188.02 
per  month,  And  living  quarters.  A  mis¬ 
sionary  who  is  a  graduate  of  both 
college  and  seminary  wrote,  "Every 
associational  missionary  in  my  state 
reieives  more  than  I  do.” 

Southern  Baptists  do  not  want  their 
home  missionaries  to  suffer  financial 
sacrifices.  They  will  improve  condi¬ 
tions  when  they  know  the  facts.  The 
advance  in  living  expenses  has  been 
far  greater  than  the  advance  which 
the  Board  could  make  in  its  salary  ad¬ 
justments.  Baptists  will  want  to  make 
up  this  difference. 

The  Annie  Armstrong  Offering 
seems  to  provide  the  best  (^portunity 
to  supply  the  increased  needs  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  this  year.  The 
Board  will  receive  $660,000  from  the 
Cooperative  Program  for  current  op¬ 
erations.  All  agencies  will  join  whole¬ 
hearted  in  the  all-out  effort  to  raise 
additional  funds  through  the  Cooper¬ 
ative  Program  for  foreign  missions. 
We  all  wsmt  that,  but  home  missions 
does  not  share  in  Coc^rative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts  beyond  the  $6,500,000 
level. 

The  one  hope  for  additional  funds 
for  home  missions  is  in  the  larger 
support  of  the  Annie  Armstrong  Of¬ 
fering.  This  offering  is  a  part  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  co-operative  effort.

Im¬ 
mediately  there  went  up  such  a  pro¬ 
test  from  subscribers  as  was  never 
before  known  in  the  history  of  that 
publication,  objecting  to  such  adver¬ 
tisement.  Iklitor  Hurja  of  the  PA’l'H- 
FINDER  tried  to  explain  his  position 
in  the  matter,  but  his  explanation 
didn’t  jeD,  and  the  matter  was  put  be¬ 
fore  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders. 
Then  appieared  this  editorial  in 
PATHFINDER: 

"Some  weeks  ago  we  essayed  an 
•xperiment.  We  published  an  adver¬ 
tisement,  institutional  in  nature, 
sponsored  by  the  brewing  industry. 
We  received  a  number  of  letters  from 
old-time,  faithful  subscribers  ot 
PATHFINDER.  We  appreciate  those 
letters;  we  appreciate  the  pcdnt  of 
view.  We  ran  a  second  advertisemmt, 
arrangements  having  been  made  be¬ 
fore  those  letters  of  protest  were  rc- 
eeived.

Records  Broken 
At  Clarke  College 

Clarke  Memorial  College  ha<  again 
gone  beyond  the  highest  enrollment 
In  its  history.  During  the  last  session, 
1948-1949,  the  enrollment  was  432. 
Thus  far  It  has  reached  441  with  two 
more  terms  to  go.  Clarke's  enrollment 
Includes  students  from  63  counties  in 
Mississippi,  13  states,  and  one  terri¬ 
torial  possession.  There  is  one  native 
bom  Eskimo  In  the  student  body  and 
12  Choctaw  Indians.  At  the  present 
rate  the  enrcdlment  will  probably 
reach  550  by  the  end  of  the  summer 
term. 

From  the  stand-point  of  minister¬ 
ial  students.  Clarke  is  the  largest 
Baptist  school.  Junior  or  senior  col¬ 
lege  or  university,  east  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  River.  From  the  same  stand¬ 
point,  it  is  fourth  largest  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It 
plar^  seventh  in  this  field  among 
all  our  colleges,  universities,  and 
seminaries.  (Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Annual,  1949 — pages  332- 
335  ) 

There  are  108  student  families  at 
Clarke  and  there  are  already  mwe 
applications  for  student-family  apart¬ 
ments  than  can  be  caried  for  next 
September.  There  will  literally  be 
hundreds  turned  away  next  Fall  If  we 
do  not  get  a  new  dormitory  for  girls 
and  more  apartments  for  married 
students.

Mrs.  Halted  Storm  M  known  to 
Southern  Baptists.  Before  her  mar¬ 
riage  she  was  Miss  Ida  Paterson,  a 
teacher  in  the  University  of  Shanghai 
under  the  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

She  was  bom  in  Scotland  of  Scot¬ 
tish  parents.  Later  her  family  moved 
to  Virginia  where  she  was  reared. 

It  was  during  her  Sophomore  year 
as  a  Student  Volunteer  that  she  be¬ 
gan  her  first  missionary  work  among 
the  mountain  people  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  in  Virginia.  In  1921  she  was 
appointed  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Mission  Board  to  the  University  of 
Shanghai.  She  remained  under  ap¬ 
pointment  of  our  board  until  her 
marriage  in  September  of  1933  to  Dr. 
Harold  Storm,  a  missionary  to  Arabia. 

In  1941  the  Storms  arrived  In  the 
United  States  for  furlough.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  Dr.  Storm  left  by  air  for 
Bahrain,  but  due  to  war  conditions  his 
wife  and  the  two  children  remained 
in  this  country.  Mrs.  Storm  began 
work  on  a  full-fledged  course  of  nurs¬ 
ing  with  q>ecial  training  at  the  Medi¬ 
cal  College  of  Virginia  In  Richmond. 
By  the  tme  she  and  the  ehldren 
sailed  for  Arabia  in  1946  she  was  th« 
possessor  ot  the  coveted  R.  N.  de¬ 
gree  with  which  she  has  become  Just 
that  much  more  valuable  to  the  medl- 
eal-evangellstic  ministry  which  she 
and  her  husband  cany  on. 

In  1947  the  Storms  spent  nine  months 
In  the  Interior  of  Arabia.  There  they 
conducted  huge  clinics,  ran  a  hostel, 
and  took  care  of  the  royal  family. 
Daring  these  months  they  were  aUe 
to  bear  witnees  of  the  faith  within 
them  even  in  the  king’s  palace.  So 
pleased  was  the  king  with  this  tour 
that  they  were  Invited  to  come  in 
every  year.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Storm  have 
offered  their  services  to  help  our  mls- 
stonares  to  Arabia  In  gaining  a 
knowledge  of  the  Arabic  language 
and  the  ways  of  the  Arabian  people.

THE  SCORE  IS  M  TO  1 

There  was  published  in  toe  Febru¬ 
ary  16  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record  a 
list  of  the  100  churches  leading  in 
Cooperative  Program  gifts  for  the 
year  1940.  It  is  significant  to  note 
that  99  of  those  churches  were  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  Churches.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  THE  TEACHING 

AND  STUDY  OF  THE  BOOKS 
FOR  CREDIT 

I.  Directions  for  the  Teacher. 

1.  Ten  class  periods  of  forty-five 
minutes  each,  or  the  equivalent,  are 
required  for  the  cooipletion  of  a  book 
for  credit. 

2.  The  teacher  of  a  training  class 
Is  given,  when  requested,  an  award  on 
the  book  taught. 

3.  The  teacher  shall  give  a  writ¬ 
ten  examination  covering  the  subject 
matter  in  the  textbook,  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  shall  make  a  minimum  grade  of 
70  per  cent.  The  examination  may 
take  the  form  of  assigned  work  to  be 
done  between  the  class  sessions,  in 
the  class  sessions,  or  as  a  final  exam¬ 
ination  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Exceptioa;  All  who  attend  all  of  the 
class  sessions;  who  r^d  the  book 
through  by  the  eiooe  of  the  course; 
and  who.  In  the  judgment  of  the 
teacher,  do  the  ciasswork  satisfactor¬ 
ily  may  be  exempted  from  taking  the 
examination. 

4.  Application  for  Sunday  school 
I  awards  ^ould  be  sent  to  the  state 

^nday  School  department  and  for 
Training  Union  awards  to  the  state 
Training  Union  department.  These 
departments  will  provide  the  forms 
for  these  applications.  They  should 
be  made  in  duplicate  aiul  both  copies 
sent. 

n.  Directions  for  the  Student 

1.  In  Ciasswork. 

(1)  The  student  must  attend 
at  least  six  of  the  ten  forty-five  min¬ 
ute  class  periods  to  be  entitled  to 
take  the  class  examination. 

(3)  The  student  must  certify 
that  the  textbook  hks  tieen  read.  (In 
rare  cases  where  students  may  find  It 
impracticable  to  read  the  book  be¬ 
fore  the  completion  of  the  ciasswork, 
the  teacher  may  accept  a  promise  to 
read  the  book  carefully  within  the 
next  two  weeks.) 

(3)  The  student  must  take  a 
written  examination,  making  a  mini¬ 
mum  gp-ade  of  70  per  cent.  (All  who 
attend  all  of  the  class  sessions;  who 
read  the  book  through  by  the  close 
of  the  course;  and  who.  in  the  Judg¬ 
ment  of  the  teacher,  do  satisfactory 
ciasswork  may  be  exempted  from  tak¬ 
ing  the  examination.) 

2.  In  Individual  Study  by  Cor¬ 
respondence. 

Those  who  for  any  reason  wish  to 
study  the  book  without  the  guidance 
of  a  teacher  will  use  one  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  methods; 

(1)  Write  answers  to  the  ques¬ 
tions  printed  in  the  books,  or 

(2)  Write  a  development  of 
the  chapter  outlines. 

If  the  first  method  Is  used,  the  stu¬ 
dent  will  study  the  book  and  then 
with  the  open  book  write  answers  to 
the  printed  questions. 

If  the  second  method  is  used,  the 
student  will  study  the  book  and  then 
with  the  open  book  write  s  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  chapter  outlines.  • 

In  either  case  the  student  must 
read  the  book  through. 

Students  may  find  profit  In  study¬ 
ing  the  text  together,  but  where 


awards  are  requested.  Individual  pa¬ 
pers  are  required.  Carbon  copies  or 
duplicates  in  any  form  cannot  be  ac¬ 
cepted. 

All  written  work  done  by  such  stu¬ 
dents  on  baoks  for  Sunday  school 
credit  should  be  sent  to  the  state 
Sunday  School  secreUry.  All  of  such 
work  done  on  books  for  Training 
Union  .should  be  sent  to  the  state 
Training  Union  secretary. 

ni.  Interchange  of  Credits  and 
Awards  on  Comparable  Subjects. 

On  comparable  subjects  for  young 
people  and  adults  in  the  Sunday 
school  and  Training  tJnion  courses 
only  one  award,  either  Sunday  school 
or  Training  Union,  may  be  received 
for  completing  one  book. 

Awards  for  mission  books  are  grant¬ 
ed  In  all  departments  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  Union  when  the  study  course  re¬ 
quirements  are  met.  Sunday  school 
awards  are  granted  on  the  missions 
books  to  young  people  and  adults 
when  the  study  course  requirements 
are  met. 


Marion  County 
Holds  Hymn  Festival 

The  Marlon  County  Music  Associa¬ 
tion  held  the  monthly  Hymn  Festi¬ 
val  on  February  12  in  the  East  Col¬ 
umbia  Baptist  Church.  The  program 
consisted  of  a  two  hour  song  program 
2  to  4  o’clock  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
The  reports  are  most  interesting.  The 
people  filled  the  auditorium  to  ca¬ 
pacity,  and  many  people*  were  unable 
to  get  into  the  house.  Almost  every 
church  had  some  special  music  ei¬ 
ther  by  the  full  choir  or  special  groups 
from  the  church.  The  people  attend 
the  meetings  In  large  numbers,  and 
each  church  group  takes  along  a  sup^ 
ply  of  hymnals  in  order  to  have 
enough  hymnals  for  every  person  to 
have  a  hymnal.  The  Music  Associa¬ 
tion  uses  only  standard  church  hymn¬ 
als  using  the  Broadman  Hymnal  as 
the  basic  h3rmnal  for  the  congrega¬ 
tional  singing  At  least  one-third  to 
one-half  of  the  time  is  given  to  con¬ 
gregational  singing.  The  song  leaders 
of  the  varous  churches  are  given  a 
chance  to  lead  some  singing.  The 
Hymn  Festival  is  held  on  the  second 
Sunday  of  every  month  during  the 
afternoon.  This  avoids  conflict  with 
the  regular  church  services. 

Dr.  RuSsell  Bush,  Jr.,  of  Columbia 
is  the  president  of  the  Manon  County 
Baptist  Music  Association.  Dr.  Bush 
is  a  fine  musican  and  most  excel¬ 
lent  music  director.  He  is  also,  a  very 
active  member  of  the  First  Baptist 
C2iurch  of  Columbia,  and  devoted 
Christian.  The  people  of  Marion  are 
very  happy  to  have  such  a  person 
leading  as  president  of  the  Music  As¬ 
sociation.

EPHESUS,  A  CEBTER  OF 
CHRISTIAN  INFLUENCE 
Acts  19:1,  »-I*,  EpbesUiu  4:2&-32 

I.  A  STRATEGIC  POSITION 

I  a-as  about  to  begia  my  oommenling 
upon  Paula  great  abUity  as  a  CSiria- 
Uan  strategist  In  choosing  posiUoos  from 
which  to  spread  the  gospel  of  Christ 
when  I  bethought  me  that  Paul  might 
himself  disclaim  credit  for  making  ibe 
aeJectioos.  He  might  with  perfect  truth 
assert  that  his  fields  were  of  his  Lord> 
choosing.  Paul  s  Lord  knew  what  He  was 
about,  a«d  stlU  knows.  You  may  be  sure 
it  would  be  much  better  should  all  the 
Lords  missloners  leave  the  matter  of 
their  fields  of  labor  In  His  choosing. 

Hr  obeosea  Hla  laborers.  His  missioii- 
rrs,  Hr  chooara  their  flrlds  of  labor. 
Hr  drtrrraliie*  the  measure  of  their  suc¬ 
cess.  Here  are  Hia  words  to  every  one 
sf  them:  "As  the  rain  comes  down  smI<. 
thr  snows  from  heaven.  ...  ho  will  my 
word  be  that  coes  fo^  out  of  my 
mouth:  It  will  not  retnm  to  me  void. 
Without  performing  that  which  I  please. 
And  mcomplishlng  thr  thing  wherrto  1 
sent  It.”  Here  is  by  inference.  Messen¬ 
ger,  Master,  Message,  Measure  of  Suc¬ 
cess. 

Well,  then,  the  Lord  sent  Paul  to  Ep¬ 
hesus.  And  why?  Ephesus  was  the  prom¬ 
inent  city  of  A-sla  Mtnor,  the  gate¬ 
way  hrto  the  province,  the  leading  sea¬ 
port,  and  the  stronghold  of  the  most  in¬ 
fluential  pagan  cult  of  the  province,  as 
witiyeee  the  cite  in  Ephesus  of  the  moot 
wonderful  heathen  temple  In  the  world. 
So  magnificent  was  (he  terriple  of  EMana 
of  the  Elphesians  that  K  dwarfed  the 
famous  temple  of  Solomon  In  Jerusalem. 
Because  of  this  p>agan  preeminence,  Ep¬ 
hesus  was  the  most  stnful  city  In  the 
province  of  Asia.  Hence,  and  I  mean 
lust  because  of  this  sinfulness,  his  Lord 
sent  Paul  to  Eiphesus  and  Into  Ephesus, 
right  into  the  midst  of  the  Ephesian 
wickedness  and  unblushing  sin.  Win 
Ephesus  for  CMrist  and  thereby  win  the 
whole  Roman  province  of  Asia. 

But  Ephesus  Is  so  wicked!  How  can 
any  preacher  make  any  good  Impression 
upon  Ephesus?  Ihe  sin  of  Ephesus  is 
great,  but  the  Lord  of  Paul  is  greater; 
and  anywhere  that  sin  abounds,  the 
grace  of  Ood  does  auper-abound.  So  Paul 
to  Epheswi  to  speak  the  word  of  Ood 
that  goath  forth  from  Him.  And  that 
word  will  accomplish  In  Ephesus  what 
Paul’s  Lord  wants  accomplished  by  R. 
n.  PAUL’S  FOUHDA’TlCMf  WORK 
IN  EPHESUS 

On  arriving  In  Bphesua,  Paul  found 
■omc  diaclples  who  believed  themselves 
to  be  GhrlsUans,  but  Paul  found  sotne- 
thing  lacking  In  Iheir  faith,  even  as  Aqu- 
iUa  and  PrlsciSa  found  something  lack¬ 
ing  in  the  naeseage  of  ApoUos.  These 
were  twelve  devout  men  who  bad  done 
what  they  ought  as  far  as  they  knew, 
»nd  when  men  do  that,  and  halt  for  lack 
of  knowledge,  Ood  gives  them  Inotruc- 
tlon  In  His  word  and  way.  So  Pavd  did 
In  the  case  of  these  men. 

Next  It  Is  recorded  that  Paul  went  Into 
the  synagogue  In  Ephesns  and  for  three 
months  he  reasoned  with  the  Jews  who 
'^’sorted  to  him  and  persaaded  aa  many 
•f  them  aa  were  ordained  la  eternal 
IRe  to  believe  an  Jeana.  Bnt  aome  were 
hardened  ^  and  disobedient  and 
*Pohe  evil  'af  Ike  Way.  "Some 
hardened."  It  la  ever  tbns. 
who  will  not  obey  the  troth  ho- 
hardened  In  heart,  oo  that  ever 
••  th*  Hght  of  the  troth  shines  brighter, 
*helr  eyes  become  dolled  Into  dhanooo 
then  into  darbneoa.

In  this  school 
Paul  continued  to  teach  for  three  years, 
during  which  period  Christian  messen¬ 
gers  with  the  gospel  and  visitors  to  ^d»e- 
sus  came  in  from  all  quarters  of  the

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Give  The  Churches  Back  To  The  Laymen

My  father  ia  a  deacon  In  a  BAP-  I 
TIST  church.  He  was  a  deacon  long  « 
before  his  son  was  a  preacher.  Per-  I 
haps  that  Is  why  I  have  such  a  high 
opinion  of  laymen  in  the  church  and  , 
the  Kingdom  of  Ood.  I  have  never  j 
known  a  preacher  who  thought  as  j 
much  of  the  church  as  my  father  i 
does.  I  have  never  known  a  preacher  e 
who  gave  as  sacrificially  both  of 
money  and  time  as  my  father  does. 

When  this  preacher  was  “climbing 
fool’s  hill,”  the  pole  star  that  stabi¬ 
lized  his  compass  was  his  father’s 
faith.  Most  of  the  preaching  I  heard 
(some  good,  some  bad)  went  in  one 
ear  and  out  the  other.  But  the  fact 
that  my  folks  had  religion  left  a 
spark  in  the  chill  of  my  heart  which 
Ood  fanned  to  a  flame. 

Then,  in  th^  providence  of  Ood,  I 
became  a  preacher.  I  thought  of  my¬ 
self  as  a  spiritual  leader  which  is  im¬ 
minently  proper.  Soon  I  began  to 
make  decisions  for  my  church,  to 
think  for  them.  They  let  me  do  it. 

I  was  the  church  to  those  outside  our 
local  congregation.  I  liked  it.  It  'was 
fun.  I  even  fancied  myself 
tecting  my  congregation  by  decid¬ 
ing  not  to  present  certain  appeals.  I 
was  no  different  from 
friends. 

But  a  great  awakening  has  come 
to  me.  I  want  to  give  the  church  back 
to  the  laymen.  Baptists  believe  in  the 
local  church  and  in  its  independence 
and  autonomy.  Baptists  believe  in  op-  • 
erating  a  spiritual  democracy.  Every 
member,  including  the  preacher,  is 
on  the  same  footing  in  our  congre¬ 
gational  form  of  government. 

Have  you  been  to  a  convention 
lately,  even  a  state  convention?  Sure¬ 
ly  you’ve  bean  to  a  district  associa¬ 
tion.  Who  headed  the  _  committees? 

Who  spoke  to  the  reports?  Who  real¬ 
ly  and  truly  made  the  decisions?  The 
language  may  be  Inelegant  but  the 
answer  is  “us  preachers.”  Now  the  de¬ 
cisions  are  mostly  good.  I  have  no 
complaint  with  that.  Preachers  are 
great  folks.  I  like  my  job  and  I  like 
my  preacher  brethren.  But  I  don’t  28 
believe  it  is  right  or  reaUy  in  line 
with  Baptist  principles.  I  want  to 
give  the  church  back  to  the  laymen. 

I  am  afraid  of  an  “unofficial  hler- 
archy”  or  an  “unceremonial  priest- 
hood”  even  if  I  am  in  it. 

It  Works  Better,  Too!  in< 

Just  three  or  four  months  ago,  the  bu 
finance  committee  of  our  church  met  an 
to  consider  a  1950  budget.  Our  church  wh 
in  contributing  more  than  liberally  ha 
to  a  Baptist  Hospital,  a  building  pro-  wi 
gram,  etc.,  was,  I  considered,  pretty  < 
well  “drained  dry,”  I  counseled  cau-  Wsl 
tion,  retrenchment,  care.  Then  I  sat  Ho 
down,  confidently  awaiting  the  plau-  ro* 
dlts  of  the  committee.  The  chairman,  ad< 
a  “hardheaded”  business  man,  rose 
and  said,  "Pastor,  this  Is  no  time  for  Su 
retrenchment  but  for  advance.”  That 
committee  adopted  a  budget  of  $10,000  on 
more  than  I  expected  (50  percent  of 
it  for  missions)  and  what  is  mm-e,  No 
the  church  oversubscribed  it.  The 
preacher  was  the  one  who  had  the  ^ 
anchor  dragging— not  the  laymen. 

I^t’s  turn  these  laymen  loose. 

But  these  laymen  of  ours  are  more 
than  financial  geniuses.  They  have  ^ 
high  spiritual  potential.  My  men  still  ^ 
laugh  good-naturedly  at  their  pas-  ^  , 
tor’s  experience  during  the  first  great  <|oc 
visitation  evangelism  week  we  had  twe 
three  years  ago.  I  went  out  four  of  ( 
nighU,  worked  hard,  prayed  much,  frw
